Pass Stringent State Budget 


ALBANY, N. Y. (U PI)- The 
Repu blican - do minated New 
Yo rk legislatu re at dawn to day 
passed a sev erely cu t $7 .7 bil­ 
lio n state bu dget that fired 4 ,- 
000 wo rkers, cu t welfare 10 per 
cent and redu ced state aid to 
already financially hard-pressed 
cities. 
Despite the drastic cu ts, the 
bu dget requ ired $475 millio n in 
new state tax es to balance the 
bo o ks fo r the 1971-72 fiscal y ear 
which began Thu rsday . 
Weary legislato rs began v o t­ 
ing o n the first o f the 43 bu dget 
bills sho rtly befo re midnight 
and debate co ntinu ed thro u gh­ 
o u t the mo rning ho u rs. 
T he y 
bro ke u p at dawn after passing 
all the majo r bills, and were to 
retu rn later in the day to finish 
u p the 30 mino r o nes. 
On each measu re Repu blicans 


passed the bills by slim mar­ 
gins o v er the pro test o f u nified 
Demo cratic o ppo sitio n. 
The v o te v aried slightly fro m 
bill to bill, bu t mo st passed 76 
to 73 in the Assembly and 30 
to 26 in the Senate. 
Demo cratic Senate Leader Jo ­ 
seph Zaretzki called the spend­ 
ing pro gram a ‘‘mu rdero u s bu d­ 
get” becau se o f the welfare and 
city aid cu ts.

Ro ckefeller and ho ld o u t Repu b­ 
licans fro m Sy racu se in a 10 - 
ho u r sessio n Thu rsday , was 
a

est sales tax in the co u ntry . 
Also appro v ed were 2 per cent 
hikes in co rpo rate and bank tax - 


es. The sales tax will y ield $307 
millio n and the bu siness tax 
$168 millio n.

bu dget plan slashes $756 millio n 
fro m the $8.4 5 billio n pro po sal 
o riginally 
reco mmended 
by 
Ro ckefeller in Febru ary . 
Abo u t 4 ,000 state wo rkers will 
be fired in the nex t few weeks. 
Welfare recipients will find their 
checks cu t 10 per cent. Medic­ 
aid recipients who make mo re 
than $4 ,500 a y ear will find ben­ 
efits cu t o ff. So me state agen­ 
cies inclu ding Civ il Defense will 
be abo lished. 
Ro ckefeller’s pet pro ject. $18 
millio n in state cu ltu re aid. was 
cu t o ne-third. 
“New Yo rk is in a crisis in 
the financing o f go v ernment.“ 
Chairman Willis H. Stephens o f 
the Way s and Means Co mmittee 
said o pening flo o r debate. 


“ This is a realistic budget. 
The people spoke this y ear more 
loudly than ev er before and we 
listened. And the gov ernor lis­ 
tened.” . 
Stephens referred to Rockefel­ 
ler’s original request for $1.1 
billion in higher tax es, which 
was more than cut in half by 
the fiscal committees. 
Democrats 
pounded 
away 
throughout the long night at Re­ 
publicans for “ ruthlessly cutting 
the serv ices the people need 
most.” 
“ Remember,” 
Assembly man 
Alex ander Chananau, D-Bronx , 
ranking fiscal Democrat, said, 
“ in less than a y ear y ou’re go­ 
ing to be running for election 
— and this time y ou’re not go­ 
ing to hav e J im Buckley to pull 
y ou through.”

In the Senate, Waldaba Stew­ 


art, D-Brookly n, wanted the mi­ 
nority to walk out so the 60 per 
cent required for a v ote would 
not be present. 
“ Ev en though the Republicans 
said they will send the militia 
to arrest me, I am willing to 
walk out.” Stewart said. 
But the GOP ranks held firm 
throughout the night. 
As ex pected in the Assembly , 
Republicans Clark C. Wemple, 
of Schenectady , Edwin Mason 
of Hobart and Edward M. Kin- 
sella of Solv ay v oted against 
the budget. In each case, As­ 
sembly Speaker Perry B. Dur- 
y ea prov ided the deciding v ote 
to giv e Republicans the 76 need­ 
ed for passage. 
In the Senate. Walter B. Lang­ 
ley of Albany , deeply concerned 
about the number of state work­ 
ers who would be lay ed off in 


his Capital District, opposed the 
spending program. 
There was one Democratic de­ 
fection on the sales tax , Assem­ 
bly man Stephen R. Greco of 
Buffalo. Greco said his v ote was 
based on figures that showed 
the increased state sales tax 
would mean a greater share of 
state rev enue for financially 
hard Dressed Buffalo. 
Here is the New York State 
tax picture after passage of the 
new 1971-72 budget: 
— Beginning J une 1, the state 
sales tax will be increased a 
penny on a dollar. This will 
make the max imum state sales 
tax 4 per cent statewide, and 
the max imum combined state 
and local 7 per cent. This is the 
highest in the nation. The in­ 
creased sales tax will raise an 
estimated $307 million in the 
new fiscal y ear.

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— Corporation franchise tax ­ 
es, corporation and utilities tax 
es, 
including 
insurance 
and 
bank tax es, will be increased by 
2 per cent. The main item is 
the 
corporate 
franchise 
tax 
while increases from 7 to 9 per 
cent. These new business tax es 
will raise $168 million. 
These are the only two tax es 
originally proposed by Gov ernor 
Rockefeller to surv iv e the leg­ 
islature. Rockefeller proposed 
$1.1 billion in new tax es; the 
legislature passed $475 million. 
The legislature, at one point, 
considered raising the beer tax 
by two cents a bottle. This was 
also killed in the final day of 
deliberations. 
Other tax increases proposed 
by Rockefeller and killed by the 
legislature were: 
— A 10 per cent surcharge on 
the income tax , and increasing 
the max imum tax lev ies on high 
wage earners. 
— A near doubling of automo­ 
bile registrations and a tripling 
of automobile license fees. 
— Doubling of other fees for 
registrations 
such 
as 
motor 
boats and snowmobiles and dou­ 
bling of professional license fees 
for ev ery thing from barbers to 
cemetery plots. 
— An increase in the cigarette 
tax from 12 to 15 cents a pack. 
— Increases in the liquor tax 
from $2.25 a gallon to $2.7 5.

ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - De­ 
spite complaints about the size 
of Gov ernor Rockefeller’s scal­ 
ed-down budget, its impact will 
be almost immediate, and touch 
almost ev ery aspect of life. 
The impact runs from sev eral 
thousand state workers to be 
fired, welfare families who must 
do with 10 per cent less, fam­ 
ilies who will lose medicaid ben­ 
efits, 
and local gov ernments 
and school districts who will 
get less state aid. 
“ Local gov ernments,” warned

Stephens, “ should begin imme­ 
diately to -reorder their priori­ 
ties. and economize their opera­ 
tions.”

Patching cracks, holes and 
other gaps in a plaster wall is 
one repair you can make that 
will give you the feeling of a 
professional. 
When done properly — and it 
isn’t dificult — the results will 
b e as smooth and unnoticeab le 
as if it had b een turned out b y 
an ex pert.

Larger 
openings require a little more 
attention. They should b e un­ 
dercut, which means making 
the b ottom of each opening 
larger than the top. This locks 
in the new plaster. Also, the 
place to b e repaired should b e 
dampened first and, after the 
material 
has 
set, 
dampened

If the opening is fairly deep, 
fill it ab out three-quarters of 
the way. let it set, then com­ 
plete the job . If time is impor­ 
tant, use plaster of paris, since 
it will set faster and permit 
you to go ahead with the second 
layer. 
Most repair material shrinks 
ever so slightly, so the final 
coat should b e the tiniest frac­ 
tion of an inch ab ove the sur­ 
rounding surface. Besides tak­ 
ing care of the shrinkage, this 
allows 
some leeway for the 
sanding that must follow to 
b ring everything level. Once the 
spot has b een sanded, primed 
and painted, it should b e diffi­ 
cult if not impossib le to find 
the patched area. 
New home owners are some­ 


times dismayed to find cracks 
in the wall a few months after 
they have moved in. Rarely is 
this serious, b eing caused b y 
the inevitab le settling of the 
structure. In some cases, the 
b uilder will make the repair, 
although he is not ob ligated to 
do so ex cept when it is written 
into the contract. Usually, the 
home owner has to fix the 
cracks himself. 
It is not wise to attempt the 
repair until the house has fully 
settled and the cracks are no 
longer spreading. One way to 
determine this is to mark the 
ends of the cracks with tiny 
pencil marks. Keeping an eye 
on these marks will enab le you 
to know whether the cracks are

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Red Hook Village Report: 
Healthy Situation, But... 


RED HOOK 
The Village of Red Hook’s 
money situation is in a healthy 
state, but some of its practices 
are frowned upon by the New 
York State Department of Audit 
and Control. 
In a report given to the vil­ 
lage this week, auditors noted 
that the village’s outstanding in­ 
debtedness 
has decreased 
by 
more than $9,000 during the past 
2*/£ 
years and 
that 
100 per 
cent of the real estate taxes 
were collected in 1969-70. 
The village has been able to 
maintain its services while stay­ 
ing within its constitutional debt 
limit every year of the study, 
$36,250 May 31, 1970. 
This has been accomplished 
with a 1960 census figure of 
1,715 and a total assessed valu­ 
ation 
of 
$1,945,970, 
although 
about $140,000 iis either par­ 
tially or wholly exempt from 
taxation. 
But the auditors also noted 
that "certain appropriation ac­ 


counts were overdrawn," and 
"a perpetual inventory of fixed 
assets was not maintained. Such 
a record is recommended and 
physical inventories should be 
taken periodically and recon­ 
ciled." 
Village Clerk-Treasurer Fran­ 
cis Rabbett explained the his­ 
tory behind some of the differ­ 
ences with the department. 
One comment read, "Monies 
received by the Red Hook Pub­ 
lic Library from public sources 
were in the custody of the li­ 
brary 
treasurer 
. . 
. 
these 
should be held in the custody 
of the village treasurer and dis­ 
bursed by him only on order of 
the library trustees." 
Rabbett said that this has 
been a customary procedure for 
many 
years, 
and works 
out 
better for all concerned. 
Another point of contention, 
which 
goes 
back about 
ten 
years, is the furnishing of vil­ 
lage water to housing develop­ 
ment Willow Park. 
The auditors’ statement reads, 
"The village continued to sup­ 


ply water to Willow Park, a de­ 
velopment outside the village 
limits, contrary to a Supreme 
Court ruling, upheld by the Ap 
pellate Court on May 10. 1960, 
which prohibited the sale of 
water to residents of the devel­ 
opment." 
Rabbett said that a contract 
was made with the developer in 
1958, and was later challenged 
by 
several 
village 
residents. 
While it is not illegal to sell vil­ 
lage water to outside consumers 
if the supply is adequate, the 
supply has not been adequate 
at least the past few years, with 
curtailments 
necessary 
last 
summer and new wells being 
planned this summer. 
But this is complicated by the 
fact that if water were suddenly 
cut off to Willow Park, the resi­ 
dents would have no water and 
their housing plots are too small 
for the Dutchess County Depart­ 
ment of 
Health to authorize 
drilling wells. Thus the practice 
continues. 
Also in the realm of water, 
the auditors stated that "there 


was no indication that various 
water meters had been read or 
checked by the village for sev­ 
era l years." Instead, a postcard 
system is used, whereby resi­ 
dents write down their own us­ 
age and mail it back. The state 
recommends 
village 
employe 
readings, but the postcard sys­ 
tem is common in many vil­ 
lages. 
The record also showed that 
Rabbett deposited $8,448.93 in 
the water fund Feb. 25, 1971, 
which had not previously been 
credited to the village. 
This was the difference be­ 
tween water receipts and the 
amounts 
recorded on village 
records from J uly, 1968 to Oct. 
5, 1970. Rabbett explained that 
this was the total of unauthor­ 
ized overtime payments for vil­ 
lage employes taken from the 
water fund that should have 
been 
taken from the general 
fund.

Jack Do no hue, a witty Irishm an who tuto red
